The Riſks of Warriors do not conſiſt in 
Skirmiſhes or Rencounters, nor in pitch'd Bat- 
tles with the common Enemy, but derive from 
the more imminent Danger of keen Oppreſſion, 
by ſuch lawleſs Savages as allow'd the King's 
Soldiers but Fourteen-Pence a Week at Mznor- 
ca; for Waſhing, Shaving, Powdering, and 
their daily Subfiſtance ! See my Zealous Re- 
monſtrances, Pages 21, 22. (Fine encourage- 
ment for Liſting of Recruits, in Time of War!) 
Upon which Account it plainly appears, that 
I never receiv'd full Pay nor my proper Cloth- 
ing, ſince May 1737, at Wookwich-Warren ; nei- 
ther have the Train Officers Paid me any Part 
of theſe long Arrears, until the Firſt Day of 
March 175 5, when they put my Name on their 
Mattroſſes Penſion-Liſt at Six-Pence per Day. 
Seventeen Years and Nine Months Arrears, 
at the Rate of one Shilling every Day, amount 
to 3241, 38; beſides other four Years and ten 
Months up to the Firſt of Fanuary 1760, 
Paid Six-Pence ſhort each Day fince my Pen- 
ſion commenc'd, doth amount to 441 3s 
more; therefore my juſt demands are exactly 
2681 6s long Arrears of Pay and Clothing, as 
it's Apparent to many Gentlemen of the ſame _ 
Corps: Namely, General Belford may yet well 
Remember, that he was my reſpective Lieu- 
tenant Twenty-two Years ago, with whom I 
have frequently mounted Guard; ſo his Ex- 
cellency muſt be Senfible of Courſe, with ſe- 
veral other Contemporaries, that our Field- 
Officers never fign'd a Diſcharge upon my Ac- 
count,

count, as the Military Laws of England have 
ſtrictly appointed: For which important Rea- 
ſon, if I had liſted voluntarily into another Re- 
giment, the Train Officers might have had 
me try*d by a General Court Martial and Shot 
for Deſertion; according to the 1oth. 11th. 
and 45th. Articles of War, as follows. 


ART. x. All Officers and Soldiers, who have 
receiv'd Pay, or have been duly liſted in our 
Service, and ſhall deſert the ſame, either in the 
Field, upon a March, in Quarters, or in Gar- 
- riſon, and be convicted thereof before a Gen- 
eral Court-martial; ſhall ſuffer Death, or ſuch 


other Puniſhment as by the {aid Court-martial | 
ſhall be inflicted. 3 


ART. xi. No Non-Commſſion Officer or 
Soldier ſhall leave his Troop or Company, and 
inliſt himſelf in any other Regiment, Troop, 
or Company, without a Diſcharge from the 

Commanding Officer of the Regiment in 
which he laſt ſerved, under Pain of being re- 
puted a Deſerter, and ſuffering accordingly. 
And in Caſe any Officer ſhall knowingly receive 
or entertain any ſuch Non-Commiſſion Offi- 
cer or Soldier, upon Proof made thereof be- 
fore a General Court-martial, he ſhall be ca- 
ſhiered. | | 55 

Nor ſhall any Diſcharge granted to any Non- 
commiſſion Officer or Soldier after he has join- 
ed the Regiment, Troop, or Company, into 
which he inliſted, be allow'd of as ſufficient, 
_ unleſs ſign d by a Field Officer of the Regi- 


ment whence ſuch Soldier was diſmiſſed. 
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ART. xLv. The aforegoing Rules and Ar- 
ticles ſhall be read and publiſhed at the Head 
of every Regiment, Troop, or Company, muſ- 
tered, or to be muſtered in our Service, once 
every two Months at fartheſt; and are to 
be duly obſerved by all Officers and Soldiers in 
our Service; and alſo by our Companies 
of Gunners, and other Military Officers of 
our Trains of Artillery, &c. 
Notwithſtanding theſe ſtrong Articles of War, 
the greateſt Part of his Majeſty's Duty Men 
abroad, were reduced to perfect Skeletons; ſo 
they became uncapable of defending their re- 
ſpective Fortreſſes, as ſome Hundreds of Veter- 
ans can truly Teſtify upon ſuch a juſt Occaſion! 
Vet, to prevent any further Intringements of 
Regal Orders, I hope for your joint Intereſt 
with the Right Honourable Lord Viſcount 
Ligonier, Maſter General of the Ordnance ; alſo 
the noble Marquis of Granby, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of Ditto ; and brave General Belford, full 
Colonel of the faid Royal Regiament; which 
Favour, w:thout doubt, will ſoon procure me 
3681, 6s, Arrears, or a ſuitable Preferment to 
Support my Wife; efpecially, from three of 
the beſt Generals, perhaps, that ever bore 
Commiſſions under , our gracious Monarch ; 
Otherways, I {till preſume, his Majeſty will 
order ſpeedy Juſtice at your joint Requeſt, as 
it's the Honour of a Sovereign Prince to ſee 
his Precepts fairly put in Execution,
